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interested our friends far and wide. It has en- 

listed in its service the trustees, the administra- 
tion, the faculty, the alumni and the churches, the 
community, and those whose contact with the College 
is remote and indirect. In its implications also it is 
reaching back into the values of our history and seek- 
ing to perpetuate their vital significance for the future. 


It is true that there are those whose response to our 
appeal has not been as large as we had hoped, but this 
has been offset by the generous and sometimes un- 
solicited response of those who felt it a privilege to 
have a part. One of these persons represents a group 
of generous souls, now largely gone, who out of prayer 
and sacrifice laid the foundations upon which the in- 
stitution stands today. Professor Swigart, lest he 
should not be asked, came personally to make his con- 
tribution, saying that he had had some part in every 
campaign since the beginning and that he is probably 
the.only one of the stock-holders of the original conhee 
now living. 

It is of course a well known fact that all un- 
expectedly our campaign ran head-on into the business 
“recession.’’ The result was necessarily a slowing up 
of the drive, but fortunately it was not stopped, nor 
were the results negligible even under these harder 
conditions. These conditions emphasized the wisdom 
of the trustees in launching not a “drive’’ but a 
development program whose conclusion is not set on 
a definite date, but on the attainment of a goal. The 
“drive” was intended from the first to be only the 
spear-head of the forward movement, and there is 
ample room and adequate time allotted to permit 
every one to lend his assistance just as soon as. possi- 
ble. 


cho College has launched a movement which has 
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College itself. 





It is therefore to be hoped that every alumnus who 
has been given a task in the program will push it to an 
early conclusion and that every one who has not con- 
tributed will endeavor to do so. 

One of the heartening things of the initial campaign 
was the fine response of the town of Huntingdon, and » 
it was most interesting to watch the large thermometer 
down town as the red mercury steadily climbed to the 
$35,000 mark and finally spilled over the top, reaching 
nearly $40,000. 

This enthusiastic attitude on the part of the home 
city it was hoped would stimulate other centers, 
particularly the alumni centers. Perhaps it is only fair 
to say that Huntingdon has looked with a bit of dis- 
appointment at some of the results which are else- 
where tabulated to date. May we not assure those 
who worked so earnestly for Juniata, even though 
they are alumni of other colleges, that our Juniata 
alumni will not fall behind those of any other college 
in devotion to the institution whose diploma they 
carry. 

Thoughtful alumni and former students have 
everywhere recognized the conditions which naturally 
urge them to a part in this development program. 
Juniata gave to each of them the best she had in the 
years when they were here. If students of the later 
years have been favored above those who went before, 
it was due to the fact that to the extent she was able the 
College has tried to keep pace with the expanding 
needs of the new day. The desire that the College ~ 
may continue to be fair to those who enter her doors 
today impels all thoughtful former students to join in 
any development program which is proposed. Then 
again, the College has supplemented the student’s 
payment of tuition very substantially each year, and 
this is wholly apart from any special benefits such as 
scholarships or work opportunities without which 
many of us could not have completed our preparation. 
A consideration also by no means unimportant to every 
one who carries the college diploma is that every 
strength that is added to the College builds something 
additional behind that diploma and adds thereby to 
its significance. 

The larger reason appealing to friends of the 
College as well as alumni is of course that the support 
of Juniata College is more than the support of the 
It is the support of a cause—a cause 
which is the cause of Christian education and also the 
cause of freedom and democracy. Such dearly-bought 
freedom has already been lost in countries where 
education is entirely under state control, and such 


freedom will exist only in name even in America if the 


independent institution of education is absorbed be- 
cause its friends did not believe in it thoroughly enough 
to invest in it the resources essential to its life. 
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With Juniata’s Teams 


The year 1937 may almost be called Juniata’s 
athletic year. Last spring Coach Mike Snider blossom- 
ed out with an undefeated track team. And in the 
fall Coach Carty Swartz developed largely out of green 
material a powerful football unit which equalled the 
best record of any Juniata eleven—five wins against 
three defeats. 7 

Prospects were far from favorable at the beginning 
of the football training period, when over eight veter- 
ans, not including the two graduates of last year’s 
squad, failed to return to college. For the coaching 
staff this meant one thing—work and lots of it. 

Overcoming discouraging odds, however, the 
Indians showed their pluck when they turned in a 
surprise 6 to 0 victory over Washington College, of 
Chestertown, Md., to start the season going. The 
victory was a costly one, as two veteran linemen, 
George Weber, of Upper Darby, and Tom Garner, of 
Huntingdon, became the charter members of a casual- 
ty list which grew as the season progressed. Travelling 
to Oneonta, N. Y., the next week the Redskins also 
took Hartwick into camp, again by a 6 to 0 score. 

Parental restraint could not hold the boys in check 
as they captured a third victory on Parents’ Day from 
the Crimson of Grove City, 13 to 6. By this time 
enthusiasm ran high, and the Indians hoped to down 
Drexel the next week for the first time since 1923. 
Accurate Dragon passes, however, spelled a12to0 drub- 
bing. The Indians really outplayed their opponents on 
a muddy field but lacked the punch to score from the 
one-yard line in the first period. Jake Dick, of 
Pottstown, left end, turned in a brilliant performance, 
the outstanding of the team, which performed before 
a crowd of 4,000. | 

Some of the alumni remember the Randolph- 
Macon defeat on Homecoming Day, 25 to 13, but they 
should have been on the campus the following week to 
see Juniata subdue the Moravian Greyhounds, 25 to 0, 
and then gone to Bridgewater the next weekend to see 
another victory, 26 to 0. 

The record so far, five victories and two defeats, 
left the making of a new Juniata football record in the 
balance. But in the final game of the season all hopes 
were shattered as Lebanon Valley shut out the Indians 
16 to 0. For six seniors that game meant the last of 
intercollegiate football: Bob Jenkins, of Six Mile Run, 
offensive dynamo of the team for the last three years; 
George Weaver, of Huntingdon, brilliant blocking 
back and sparkplug of the outfit; Phil Hahn, of 


Sewickley, capable field general and star punter; Paul 
Cook, of Meyersdale, who packed a wallop as he back- 
ed the line; Harris Heverly, of Howard, plucky guard, 
a newcomer to grid battles; and Gerald Groninger, of 
Mexico, Pa., a bulwark on the line. 


Now the Indians are in the midst of their basket- 
ball season. The prospects for an unusually good 
season seemed bright as the season began just before 
the Christmas recess. There were six returning letter- 
men, and five sophomores from last year’s freshman 
quintet. In the former group were Captain George 
Weaver and Bob Schock, both of Huntingdon, Phil 
Hahn, Bob Longwell, of Tyrone, Danny Geiser, of 
Waynesboro, and Ken Fickes, of Altoona. 


Thoroughly outclassed by a vastly superior Witten- 
berg outfit, the Blue and Gold passers found them- 
selves on the short end of a 54 to 32 score in the 
season’s opener. The Wittenberg quintet, incidentally, 
went on to meet and defeat some of the leading teams 
in the east. After the holidays the squad elected as 
captain George Weaver, stellar senior guard from 
Huntingdon, under whom the five went out to hang 
up their first scalp by defeating the hostile Iroquois 
from Hartwick, 48 to 37. | 

The Swartzmen took to the road on the next week- 
end and, showing a complete reversal of form, were 
defeated by Moravian 37 to 27 and by Elizabethtown, 
28 to 27, the latter’s first victory over Juniata in eight 
years. In the next contest the Juniata quintet per- 
formed miserably to fall the second time to the alert 
Moravian team. The score was 49 to 36. 

Revamping the lineup proved the only solution to 
Coach Swartz’s problem. The spectators at the St. 
Vincent contest were surprised at the starting Juniata 
lineup, from which several regulars were missing. The 
powerful Bearcats found much more opposition than 
they had expected, but finally tripped the stubborn 
Indians, 39 to 31. In the remainder of the season 
Indian fans may see a better record.

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“That looks like Jim’s boy. Yes, that is Jim’s 
boy,” you probably said—or something like that—as 
you studied the picture on the front cover of second, 
third, and fourth generation Juniatians now in at- 
tendance at Juniata. There are this year sixty-four 
students either one of whose parents or both were 


also students at Juniata in days gone by. Look over - 
the group again and see in how many you can determ- 


ine family resemblances. 


In the group is one fourth generation student, the 
first in Juniata’s history. She is Beula K. Donnelly 
’40, whose father is the alumni secretary, Lewis 58. 
Knepper ’32AB. Her great-grandfather, Rev. William 
G. Schrock, came to the Brethren’s Normal School in 
the year 1882-83, bringing with him his daughter, 
Emma, the mother of Secretary Knepper. A minister 
wishing to further his education, Mr. Schrock was 
probably the oldest person who has ever matriculated 
at Juniata. He was here only one year, but his daugh- 
ter returned for the spring terms of 1884 and 1885. 
She is Mrs. E. L. Knepper, now residing with her 
husband near Berlin. 


There is also just one third generation student in 


the picture, Rush E. Stouffer, Jr. ’39, of Waynesboro. 
Rush’s grandfather, Silas E. Dubbel, came to the 
Brethren’s Normal School when it was still located on 
Washington Street . During his two years in Hunting- 
don, 1878-80, he met the young lady he later married, 
Annie G. Oller, daughter of Elder J. F. Oller, one of 
Juniata’s first trustees, and sister of the late president 
of the board of trustees, J. J. Oller. Among their 
children are Prof. S. Earl Dubbel, of the Juniata 
faculty, and Rush’s mother, May (Dubbel) Stouffer 
’04Stud. Mr. Dubbel, still living i in Waynesboro, was 
postmaster of that town from 1898 to 1911, was ‘later 
a bond salesman, and from 1922 to 1929, when he was 
injured in an accident, was connected with the Yates 
Chemical and Drug Company of New York City. 
Mrs. Dubbel died in 1889.

Mrs. Newcomer was the daughter of Elder Daniel 
F’, Stouffer of Maryland, one of the early trustees of 
the College.

The President of the College also 
spoke briefly of his personal appreciation of her Christ- 
lan character through many years and of her abiding 
devotion to the College. A large congregation of 
friends and relatives gathered in the Church of the 
Brethren at Hagerstown to pay tribute to one who had. 
long been associated with the. Church and Bible 


School and who was rarely gifted as a Bible teacher in

There must be a note of sadness in this 
message as I want to pay tribute, both 
personally and in behalf of the Alumni 
Association, to the late Dr. I. Harvey 
Brumbaugh, who, following the foot-steps 
of his father, gave his life to the College. 


As an alumnus in a

sage, ““Be not the first 
by whom the new is 
tried, nor yet the last 
to lay the old aside.” 
Often that which pro- 
voked criticism from others was accepted 
by him with a kindly, understanding smile. 
This appreciation of youth, dating back to 
his early experience in the class-room, was 
an outstanding quality—a feature that 
made him beloved by every student gener- 
ation for more than forty years. This un- 
derstanding was a part of that simple, un- 
assumed friendliness that marked his re- 
lation with all people. 


He loved folk, and the Juniata folk loved 
him. Back of these personal relations was 
an understanding of affairs that made him 
a valuable counselor. He was one of a 
small group often called to help solve the 
problems and determine the future policies 
of the College. He had a strong conviction 
that the ultimate responsibility for a

- college rests with the alumni body, a moral 


fact of which students and alumni need to 
be reminded, and that the trustees and 
faculty are not mere custodians of property 
and teachers, but that they are the direc- 
tors of human welfare. 

Much might be said of his beautiful home 
life, of his interest in good literature, of his 
helpful interest in benevolent institutions, 
but supreme in his life was his Christian 
faith. This was professed openly and 
lived constantly. He was an unusually 
well-balanced man, and the contribution 
of his life and labors to the College forms 
a noble heritage. 

On a visit to Juniata shortly before his 
passing, it was my privilege to spend a day 
with Dr. I. Harvey. We roamed the 
campus, and instead of reminiscing as is 
often customary with one who has spent 
his life serving an institution, practically 
all of our conversation centered on his 
plans for the future growth and develop- 
ment, both of the physical plant and the 
moral influence of our College, to which he 
gave his life. 

“We are going where we are looking,” 
was a favorite expression during his last 
year. What a challenge to those of us who 
are left to ever look forward so that 
Juniata may go on to greater service in the 
years that lie ahead! | 

As we enter the new year my wish for 
each and every member of our Association 
and for the College is a prosperous and 
blessed 1938.
